In using either bit or drill you must 
exorcise care and exactness. Your oyo says 
.but tho end of u board is square; your try- 
squuru shows how how easy It is to be de- 
ceived. With a sow-awl and a couple of 
ucedlos you can repair most any break in a 
hnracsB. 3rivo cents' worth of material In 
your glue-pot will cure all tho lame chairs in 
tho neighborhood. A miter-box enables you 
to nialto a joint which tho best carpenter 
dare nottry with his eyes for a fjnide, and 
gives you a chauco to uso moldings and 
fancy pieces. 


I don't want to see tho plumber and lock- 


smith and carpen'jer and tinner shut up shop 
for the want of patronage, but I believe that 
tho handy man is n. blessing to a whole neigh- 
borhood. Ho can supply o. missing bolt for n 
boy's velocipede,' adjust a sewing machine 
needle, put in a window light, mako a bench, 
gluo in a chair leg, fix a sprinj; for a screen 
door, doctor a lock, hang an ax, adjust a 
lawn mower, mend a toy, mako a bos, and 
fool dependent upon nobody's convenience or 
caprice.
